In  addition  to  the  above  categories,   I  have  added  a  neix 
one!     resort  unit  density.     There  are  very  feiJ  ijritings  on  this 
subject,  but  resort  use  is  residential  in  nature,  even  where  res- 
iden'ts  are  very  transient.     Some  experienced  resort  and  tourist 
destination  area  planners,   especially  in  the  x^rarmer  climates,  find 
unit  densitjr  standards  a  very  important  design  element.     Entries 
xrhich  des^l  with  resort  dens  its'-  are  indicated  with  an  asterisk.     It 
is  hoped  that  their  inclusion  will  stimulate  publication  of  addi- 
tional articles  on  this  neglected  subject,   or  lead  to  discovery  of 
other  already  published  references .
